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Annua!  Report 

of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Year  1971 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Warscp  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  to  you  for  the  year  1971. 

From  the  statistical  tables  it  will  be  noted  that  the  total  number 
of  births  throughout  the  year  was  203,  of  which  93  where  male,  and 
110  female.  Of  the  total,  some  16  births  were  illegitimate,  13  fewer 
than  in  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a  birth  rate  figure  for  Warsop 
of  15.7,  which  compares  with  the  overall  figure  for  England  and  Wales 
of  16.00. 

Total  deaths  numbered  120,  and  there  was  a  natural  increase  in 
the  population  of  80.  The  death  rate  corrected  for  the  year  is  12.7 
per  thousand  population,  with  the  figures  for  England  and  Wales  at 
11.6  per  thousand. 

In  Warsop,  heart  disease  contributed  the  highest  number  of 
deaths,  closely  followed  by  cancer,  and  cerebral  vascular  diseases. 
Maternal  deaths,  again  happily,  are  recorded  as  a  zero  return. 

The  almost  epidemic  incidence  of  coronary  heart  disease  over 
the  past  20  years  has  placed  this  disease  squarely  in  the  forefront  as 
the  ‘scourge’  of  our  age,  and  indeed,  it  has  become  a  major  concern 
of  public  health  research. 

As  yet,  the  real  picture  as  to  its  true  cause  is  confused,  and 
blurred.  A  wide  variety  of  factors  are,  and  have  been  implicated, 
many  to  be  dismissed  for  lack  of  real  confirmatory  evidence  that  they 
play  a  crucial  causitive  role.  The  very  scope  of  the  factors  which  have 
been  mentioned  by  many  authorities  in  this  field  gives  some  indication 
that  the  solution  to  this  problem  is  not  easily  forthcoming,  when  one 
bears  in  mind  that  within  the  range  of  possibilities  has  been  included 
soft  water,  smoking,  the  motor  car,  stress,  over  work,  and  overeating, 
to  mention  only  a  few. 

There  is  a  growing  trend  of  opinion  which  tends  to  acknowledge 
that  cardio-vascular  disease  in  many  instances  is  largely  self  inflicted. 
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An  idea  which  gives  renewed  credence  to  the  old  wives’  tale,  “too 
many  people  dig  their  graves  with  their  teeth.” 

We  are  all  very  largely  what  we  eat,  and,  judging  from  the 
prominence  given  in  recent  years  to  slimming  diets,  and  weight 
losing  schemes,  and  methods,  not  to  mention  expensive  low  calorie 
items  of  drink,  and  diet,  which,  all  in  all,  constitute  an  ‘industry/ 
with  estimated  annual  sales  of  some  £50  million,  clearly  we  all  eat 
not  wisely,  and  too  well.  Thereupon,  many  pay  exorbitantly  to  undo, 
or  minimise,  the  damage,  mostly  unsuccessfully,  and  seldom  with 
lasting  reducing  results,  except  perhaps  on  their  wallets!  Certainly, 
in  carefully  conducted  studies  made  in  America,  by  the  Public  Health 
Department,  a  clear  cut  association  was  found  between  obesity,  and 
coronary  heart  disease. 

This  finding  reflects  the  experience  of  insurance  companies,  that 
the  mortality  rate  is  raised  in  the  obese. 

Ischaemic  heart  disease  is  by  no  means  the  only  hazard  accom¬ 
panying  obesity. 

Amongst  the  more  common  complications  are  diabetes,  cirrhosis, 
gall  stones,  osteo  arthritis,  increased  operative  risks,  and  the  greater 
risk  of  complications  in  pregnancy. 

Such  a  catalogue  should  provide  sufficient  indication,  if  any 
were  needed,  that  obesity  is  not  merely  a  fashionable  complaint,  or 
a  simple  cosmetic  problem,  it  is  also  a  substantial  medical  one  that 
can  provide  considerable  opportunities  in  Preventive  Medicine. 

Fortunate  indeed  are  those  in  our  society  who  genetically  can 
be  numbered  amongst  “Pharaoh’s  lean  cattle.” 

Again,  I  would  take  this  opportunity  of  acknowledging  the 
valuable  contribution  made  by  all  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  in  Warsop. 

To  Mr.  Wombell,  I  owe  a  special  debt  of  gratitude  for  his  help 
and  guidance  over  a  wide  range  of  problems. 

To  Miss  Harpham,  and  Miss  Cumming  of  the  County  Nursing 
Staff,  I  acknowledge  being  much  beholden. 

From  the  other  departments  of  this  authority,  co-operation  has 
been  genially  forthcoming  whenever  it  was  required. 

In  this  respect  I  would  make  mention  of  the  very  valuable 
services  to  the  Health  Department  of  Mr.  Budding,  and  Mr.  Hep- 
worth,  ranging  over  a  wide  field  of  activities. 


To  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee,  Councillor  Des- 
Forges,  my  thanks  are  due  to  his  sustained  interest,  and  concern  over 
all  public  health  matters,  and  to  all  members  of  the  Council  goes  my 
appreciation  for  their  wholehearted  support  in  ail  efforts  to  improve 
the  ‘Health5  outlook  now,  and  for  the  future  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Warsop.

To  make  an  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the 
sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  crude  death  and  birth  rates 
for  the  area  should  be  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area  compara¬ 
bility  factor.  When  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  have  been  so 
adjusted,  they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for  any  other  area. 
The  present  factors  are  derived  from  the  final  1961  census  population. 

The  area  comparability  factor  for  this  Urban  District  for  the 
year  1971  was  Births  1.00  and  Deaths  1.37. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE

THE  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supplies 

The  Central  Nottinghamshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for 
supplying  the  district  with  sufficient  water  of  wholesome  quality. 

The  source  of  the  supply  is  unchanged  and  continued  to  be  that 
obtained  from  the  Budby  Pumping  Station,  from  boreholes  sunk  some 
250  feet  in  depth  into  the  bunter  sandstone  beds.  It  is  constant, 
sufficient  and  of  excellent  quality,  but  is  somewhat  hardd. 

All  water  is  not  liable  to  plumbo  solvent  action. 

Chlorination  is  carried  out  at  Budby  and  all  houses  are  supplied 
direct  from  the  mains,  with  the  exception  of  one  isolated  farm  which 
obtains  its  supply  from  a  deep  spring  by  means  of  a  ram. 
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One  sample  of  water  was  taken  for  bacteriological  and  chemical 
analysis  on  the  26th  October,  1971,  and  the  following  is  the  Public 
Analyst’s  report  thereon.

Fifty-one  inspections  of  these  premises 
showed  a  good  standard  of  cleanliness  to  be  maintained.
